Request by Senator Carl Levin for 
Declassification of Two CIA/Directorate 
of Operations Documents Pertaining 
to the Disappearance of Raoul Wallenberg 



1, The following is in response to the General Counsel's 
inquiry regarding the justification of continuing to classify two 
documents (2 August 1956 and 16 October 1992) which pertain to 
the disappearance of Raoul Wallenberg. The request for 
declassification of these two documents was made by Senator Levin 
via a 12 December 1995 letter to the XI. 



2. Upon receipt of Senator Levin's request, the two 
documents in question were forwarded to the Information Review 
office of the Directorate of Operations (DO/IRO) to evaluate for 
possible declassification. DO/IRO determined that due to the 
operational information contained in these documents, the 
documents must remain classified pursuant to the National 
Security Act of 1947. 



3. The 2 August 1953 document did not meet the criteria for 
declassification as it identifies the name of an asset of an 
operation unrolatod to Wallenberg, in addition, this document 
contains the. location of CIA/DO presence in Germany after 1955, 
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operational cryptonyms, names of covert CIA officers, as well as 
organizational file naats . 

4. The 16 October 1992 document did not meet 
declassification criteria as it contains information from a 
liaison service as well as comments by the Chief of a liaison 
service. This document also contains the location of CIA/DO 
presence, operational crypts# organizational titles/addrossees, 
and a 201 file number. 

5, Attached for your reference are the original versions of 

each document as well as the sanitized versions {copies of which 
Senator Levin submitted with his request). Please note: The 

sanitized versions (which are attached) contain tho DO/IRO 
notations which outline specifically why the request for 
declassification of these two docus&ents has been denied.
